A TALK ON WHEAT. 


Home Needs May Soon Exceed 
Our Production! 


SECRETARY|WILSON’ S VIEWS 


Must Lea rn to Rota te Crops or Home 
Consumption Will Shortly Over­ 
ta ke Production. 


This q u estio n was addressed to that 
wise and far-sighted p u blic serv ant, 
James Wilso n, no w and fo r mo re than 
eight y ears secretary o f agricu ltu re: 
"Do y o u think the time is near at 
hand when the United States will 
cease to raise wheat eno u gh to su p p ly 
o u r o wn p eo p le with all the bread 
they need?” 
The secretary did no t 
answer the q u estio n Ju st as It was 
p u t, say s a Washingto n disp atch to 
the N w Yo rk Co mmercial. 
"We can raise two o r three times as 
mu ch wheat as we need,” he rep lied. 
"There is p ractically no limit to the 
amo u nt we can p ro du ce. Bu t we hav e 
y et to learn the mo st eco no mical u se 
o f the land. There mu st be so me re­ 
gard to ro tatio n o f cro p s, o r the ho me 
demand to r bread may ex ceed the 
ho me p ro du ct. They are ro bbing the 
land no w; raising wheat y ear after 
y ear o n the same tract u ntil it fails 
to p ro du ce a big y ield, and th ^ mo v ­ 
ing o nto new lands farther West. And 
no w so me o f them hav e ro bbed the 
land all they can here and are mo v ing 
o v er into Canada.” 
Altho u gh Mr. Wilso n was relu ctant 
to admit that there is any danger o f 
the ho me demand fo r bread ex ceeding 
the do mestic p ro du ctio n o f wheat, all 
the signs p o int to su ch a co nditio n. 
Ev ery y ear 
the 
p ercentage o f the 
ho me cro p o f wheat which is retained 
fo r do mestic u se and no t ex p o rted to 
fo reign co u ntries is Increasing; and 
co rreilp o ndingly , 
the 
p ercentage o f 
ex p o rts is decreasing. 
At the same 
time the wheat cro p fo r the last few 
y ears has been abo u t no rmal. 
It is tru e that In 1902 a bu mp er 
cro p o f wheat 
was 
raised in the 
United States, bu t the cro p o f 1903 
was smaller, and the cro p o f 1904 was 
smaller still.

tainly no t incriaslng. 
In fact, no w 
that the new lands hav e beco me co m­ 
p arativ ely scarce, it is inev itable u n­ 
der p resent co nditio ns tbat the acre­ 
age y ield will decline; and that Is 
what Secretary 
Wilso n 
is talking 
abo u t when he say s "p eo p le are ro b­ 
bing the lands.” 
Consumption Approa ching Production. 
Here are so me flgu re« which, o nce 
u ndersto o d, are hard 
to 
get away 
fro m. 
They are Intended to sho w 
the significant relatio n no w ex isting 
between the do mestic wheat cro b, the 
ho me co nsu mp tio n o f bread and o u r 
ex p o rts o f wheat and fio u r to fo reign 
co u ntries. 
The 1904 cro p was 5 5 2.- 
399,317 bu shels. That cro p was small­ 
er than tho se o f fiv e o ther y ears in 
the histo ry o f the co u ntry , and it was 
ex ceeded as far back as 18 91; it was 
almo st eq u ally in 18 8 4—twenty y ears 
befo re. 
The annu al wheat cro p s o f 
the United 
States 
hav e ex ceeded 
400,000,000 bu shels in ev ery y ear ex ­ 
cep t fo u r since 18 78 . 
There is a p rev alent no tio n that o n 
acco u nt o f the 
taking 
u p o f new 
lands in the West the to tal wheat 
area o f the co u ntry Is Increasing eno r­ 
mo u sly y ear by y ear. 
That Is no t 
so . 
The who le acreage has no t In­ 
creased materially 
in 
the last six 
y ears, and last y ear’s to tal area was 
sma ller tha n tha t of 18 99, 1901, 1902 
or 1903. 
The la i^est a crea ge ever 
sown to whea t In this country wa s 
in 1901, but even then the whole a rea 
wa s only a bout 25 per cent la rger 
tha n the a crea ge of n^rly 25 yea rs 
a go. 
As for the home consumption of 
whea t, or its equiva lent, flour, it ha s 
been increa sing enormously for sever­ 
a l yea rs, a s must be the ca se in a 
country where the popula tion is ga in- 


fo r ex p o rt than 
usua l la st y ear. Dur­ 
ing the fiscal y ear ended Ju ne 30, 
1904, the to tal ex p o rts of wheat (In­ 
clu ding 
flo u r) 
were 
120,727,613 
bu shels, as against 202,905 ,5 98 bu sh­ 
els in the y ear befo re. The falling off 
in ex p o rts was no t who lly du e 
to a 
decrease in the cro p of the y ear be­ 
fo re. 
The 
1903 
wheat 
cro p was 
78 ,397,210 bu shels less than the 1902 
cro p , bu t the decrease in ex p o rts in 
the fiscal y ear immediately fo llo wing 
the cro p seaso n o f 1903 was 8 2,177,- 
98 5 bu shels. At the same time there 
was an increase in the q u antity of 
wheat retained lo r ho me co nsu mp tio n 
amo u nting to 49,936,8 12 bu shels. 
Mo re than 30 p er cent o f the 1902 
cro p was ex p o rted to fo reign co u n­ 
tries; less than 19 p er cent o f the 
1903 cro p was sent abro ad. This was 
the smallest p ercentage since 18 69. 
The av erage y ield p er acre is no t 
decreasing materially y ear by y ear. 
It is indisp u table, ho wev er, that this 
fo rtu nate co nditio n 
Is 
du e to the 
o p ening u p o f new and v irgin fields 
and no t to intelligent wheat farming. 
The av erage y ield 
fo r 
the who le 
co u ntry last y ear was 12.5 bu shels p er 
acre. 
This 
was 
a lo wer av erage 
y ield than in many p receding y ear, 
bu t it was Ju st abo u t the same as the 
y ield o f 30 o r 35 y ears ago , fo r in­ 
stance, 18 70. 
In regaird to acreage 
y ield as well as so me o ther matters. 
Secretary Wilso n has this to say : 
"It is p ro bably tru e that we canno t 
ex p ect a larger av erage y ield p er acre 
u ntil different metho ds are emp lo y ed. 
Ro bbing the land mu st be su p erceded 
by ro tatio n o f cro p s. 
There Is no 
reaso n why Ju st as mu ch wheat to the 
acre sho u ld no t be raised right do wn 
here in Virginia as in the day s when 
Patrick Henry was walking o v er tho se 
fields. 
Europe’s Yield Per Acre La rger. 
"See ho w It is in the middle western 
states and farther west. It is tru e that 
if w’e sho u ld hav e do llar wheat fo r 
two o r three y ears in su ccessio n the 
farmers o f the middle west wo u ld 
raise mo re wheat. Bu t the fact is that 
the land in many sectio ns has been 
ro bbed by wheat farmers who p ersist­ 
ed in raising wheat and no thing else. 
The farmers mu striearn to ro tate their 
cro p s. 
So w wheat this y ear, then 
p lant to so me o ther cro p o r cro p s fo r 
a y ear o r two . Fertilize the land o ne 
y ear in the series o f ro tatio n and then 
so w wheat o nce in fo u r o r fiv e y ears, 
and there will be a bigger cro p . 
"Lo o k at Eu ro p e. I think the av er­ 
age wheat y ield in Eu ro p e is co nsid­ 
erably o v er 30 bu shels to the acre; I 
fo rget Ju st what it is. 
They ro tate 
their cro p s and we mu st learn to do 
the same thing. Of co u rse, it is easy 
to say to o u r farmers that they mu st 
ro tate their cro p s, bu t they will im­ 
mediately ask u s, 
‘What 
shall we 
raise?* W’e mu st be p rep ared to tell 
them. The answer will differ acco rd­ 
ing to the climate and the lo cal co n­ 
ditio ns, and we are sp ending 15 00,000 
a y ear to giv e them the right answer 
and to help them in o ther way s. 
"We are stu dy ing the cro p ro tatio n 
q u estio n in the no rthern belt o f states 
fro m Minneso ta westward to Wash­ 
ingto n. We hav e fo u nd two o r three 
go o d cro p s which may be raised in ro ­ 
tatio n with wheat. 
One o f them is 
Ru ssian v etch, ano ther is Tu rkestan 
alfalfa. 
These 
gro w o n so il where 
the rainfall is v ery light” 
Mr. Wilso n’s statement as to acre­ 
age y ield o f wheat may be su p p le­ 
mented with the remark that the y ield 
o f wheat p er acre in Great Britain In 
1902 was 33.8 bu shels. The av erage 
y ield in the United States in the same 
y ear was o nly 14.5 bu shels wid that 
was co nsiderably abo v e the av erage 
fo r o ther y ears. 


Ing so ra pidly a s it Is in the United 
Sta tes. The a mount of whea t reta in­ 
ed for home consumption did not ex­ 
ceed 400.000.000 bushels until 18 99. 
hut til the iMt fisca l yea r the a mount 
reta ined wa s 517,094,222 bushels. This 
of course, wa s from the crop of 1903. 
The whole crop of whea t for tiie fol­ 
lowing yea r wa s only 562,399,517.

k indred matters. 
Committee substitute for house bills 
Nos. 70 and 347. This is the compul- 
sory-education bill. It corape’ every 
child between 6 
and 
14 tr attend 
school, and also provides for truant 
or parental schools and for “attend­ 
ance officers“ in cities of 10,000 popu­ 
lation or more. The act also prohibits 
the employment of children during 
school hours. 
This is substantially the same bill 
that was vetoed by Governor Dock ery.

House bill No. 282, changing the 
time of holding court in the Eigh­ 
teenth judicial circuit. 
House bill No. 642, affecting fees of 
circuit and criminal court clerk s; In­ 
creases salary of clerk s in cities of 
over 300,000 Inhabitants from $3,500 
to $5,000 per 
year 
and Increases 
amount for deputy hire from $8,000 
to $12,0000. 
Senate bill No. 249, providing for the 
publication and distribution of the 
Missouri Manual. 
Senate bill No. 137. providing for 
places of detention for delinq uent or 
dependent children in counties hav­ 
ing 150,000 Inhabitants gr more. This 
is a corollary of the JnveniloKSourt 
hlU.

Gorki is alleged to have admitted, say s 
a SL Petersburg dispatch. This docu­ 
m ent sty les the shooting of the work­ 
men a premeditated massacre, and 
accuses Prince Mirsky (at the time 
minister of the 
interior) of wilful 
murder. It continues: 
•TBmperor Nicholas was informed of 
the character of the workmen’s move­ 
m ent and peaceful Intentions of his 
late suhjects,

Innocent victims 
killed hy the soldlws, hut notwith- 
standin« this knowledge he allowed 
thein ts he mmssacred. We Uierelore 
accuse hi— also of having caused the

The doeuaient details the events of 
Sunday , Jsnuary 22, the day on which 
the tioops ire d on the workmen in 
SL Petersbufg. and points out the ab- 
senoe 
retdutioui^ry diaracter to 
the ismoiistimtlou. 
It relates th at 
the day previous to the disturbance 
the sfenatofies of the document went 
to Minister of Justioe Muravieff to re- 
qeost him sot to order out the troops 
and to allow Die workmen to speak 
f r e ^ wKh the emperor. 
The slg- 
natofies were informed by the secre­ 
tary of the siinlster that it was no af­ 
fa ir of the minister of Justice.
